ADJUDICATION WORKSHOP 


(What a great opportunity!) 


im conjunction with the Theatre for Young Audiences Festival, the Association 
of Kansas Theatre is holding an adjudication workshop for up to 16 participants. 


Led by Dr. William Kuhlke of the Theatre Faculty at Kansas University, the 
“student adjudicators/respondents” will learn a technique of responding to pro- 
ductions that has been developed by Dr. Ronald Willis, also of Kansas University. 
This technique was used as a model at the Adjudication Workshop sponsored by the 
Michigan Theatre Association during the National Festival of American Community 
Theatre last Junc. Twonty-seven participants wore given training in the basic 
approach and cach was given an opportunity to respond to one production, under the 
guidance of an experienced adjudicator. The hands-on experience was much appre- 
ciated by those participants and helped begin the carry-over of theory into practice. 


Prior to seeing any productions, a training period will be held for participants 
in this workshop, during which Dr. Willis's ideas regarding responding to theatre 
praductions will be presented and discussed. Handout materials will be provided. 


Participants will attend all eight productions. After the fourth production 
each day (about 8:00 p.m. on Friday, about 4:00 p.m, on Saturday), a response ses- 
sion will be held in which each particpant will respond to at least one production 
(depending on the number of participants}. If there are 16 participants, two will 
respond to cach production. About 10 minutes will be allowed for the “student 
response," after which the other student-respondents will discuss the response, 
guided by Dr. Kuhike.

THE NATIONAL BUDGET, THE ARTS AND ADVOCACY 


According to "Update," published by the American Council for the Arts, out of 
a total of $758 billion, the Administration is requesting that Congress reduce the 
funding of the National Endowment for the Arts (NEA) to $100.875 million, a decrease 
of almost 30% from the current year's $143.040 million level 


In light of the fact that the overall federal budget request represents an 
increase of more than 4.5% compared with this year, the Administration is proposing 
that the NEA'ts budget be further reduced from its miniscule 0.000197 share of 
federal expenditures.

A recent publication of ACUCAA (Association of College, University and Com- 
munity Arts Administrators) included a reprint of an article called "A Primer for 
Advocacy," by Earl G. Schreiber. Among Schreiber's suggestions are: 1) allow enough 
time--the process always takes longor than you think; (2) know the issues and why 
they are the issues; (3) get your facts straight; (4)know what you will do if you are 
successful; (5) identify your constituency and organize it; (6) use people outside 
your special-interest group; (7) know your logislators and the legislative process; 
(8) develop a strategy that allows for contingencies and unforeseen events; (9) be 
an appreciative winner and a graceful loser; and (10) always keep in touch with your 
constituency, those outside your constituency, and your legislators. If you want a

Speaking at a conference called "The Arts Edge: a Conference on Places and 
Spaces for the Arts in Civic Economics,'! held ‘in Pittsburg, PA, October 5, 1981, 
Mr. Roderick made these remarks (among many others): 


"The Business Committce for the Arts reports that one-half of all corporate 
support for the arts comes from one percent of the nation's corporations. The IRS 
reports that over two-thirds of all companies report no philanthropic donations at all 
on their tax returns. I believe that this reflects a sorry performances in both 
giving and fund-taising. The potential for new business giving is enormous. 


"In the foresceable future what can you expect from the corporate community? 
It already provides substantial monetary support. . . It is also increasing its sup- 
port. Two years ago, corporation giving surpassed private foundation giving for the 
first time and that remains true today. The arts now receive approximately 10% of 
the corporate charitable dollar. . . . I am hopeful that corporate giving will con~ 
tinue to rise in the next fow years, but business cannot take up the slack entirely 
Given the need of business to reinvest in its own future, do not expect the private 
sector to underwrite every worthy project and finance every talented artist. 

, some specific ways that corporate aid to the arts could be enhanced: 
The challenge grant is one of the proven techniques, with plenty of potential left 
for exploiting. . . . The matching gift is also successful and well-tested concept 
and has been one of the best techniques for motivating ompioyees to give. 


"Not all corporate aid necd be money. The arts, like all other parts of the 
voluntary sector, must live economically and within budget. We can help you do that 


A program of loaned executives has been tried . . . with community projects. . . 
Corporations should be encouraged to provide expertise from their own personnel with- 
out cost to those institutions in need of special assistance. . . . Helping you save 


money and make the most of available funds is the equivalent of a grant.

TUPATRE AUDIENCES :' SOME INSIGHTS 
(from an article in Arts Reporting Service) 


Charles C. Mark reported on a survey conducted by Alan Rk. Andreasen and Russell 
W. Belk entitled "Consumer Response to Arts Offerings: A Study of Theatre and Sym- 
phony in Four Southern Cities." The information was gathered from telephone inter 


views with randomly selected respondents 14 years of age or older in the four study 
cities. 


The major finding was that arts attenders were primarily cducuted and affluent 
people, and this is due to the fact that they were interested in the arts by their 
parents who were educated and affluent people. In a broader sense, reports Mark, 
it is not only parental influence that encourages theatre and symphony attendance, 
but in the case of theatre any experience with the performing arts. Working in the 
theatre at any level, or any of the performing arts, or exposure to any of the per- 
forming arts, scoms to influence theatregoers of the future. Age is not a factor 
in attendance, but education is. It doesn't seem to matter much whether one is 
affluent or poor as long as he/she likes the arts. 


The study shows that the best mailing list for theatre audience development 
is a former subscribers list, One finding of intorest was that offering a second 
ticket at half-price is a more effective marketing tool than offering a series 4 
count as high as 30% or discounts on individual tickets up to 


Jonathan Katz, former Executive Director of the Kansas Arts Commission, now 
professor of arts administration at Sangamon State University in Springfield, {L, 
who sent the study to Charles Mark of ARS, concluded from the study that "youth 
programs for students up to the fifth grade are the most important kinds of programs 
because these experiences tend to stick in the mind. Further, he would create these 
programs as ‘hands on' experiences of participation by the youngsters" rather than 
“outings” to the theatre or symphony.

CHHAU is a little known and unusual form of folk dance drama of India. There 
are three forms of Chhau practiced in India, all based on the martial exercise devetoped 
by warriors who kept themselves fit through this art 


Chhau originated in the area of India where three states meet: in the western 
part of West Bengal, in the southeastern part of Bihar and in the northeastern part of 
Orissa. Each of the regions has developed its own form of Chhau and each form has its 
own individual characteristics. Each form of the dance drama is identified by the re- 
gion where it is practiced: Purulia from West Bengal, Seraikella from Bihar, and 
Mayurbhanj from Orissa 


Andrew Tsubaki, professor of theatre at KU and AKT!s University/College Divi- 
sion Chair, received grants in 1980-81 from the Indo-U.S. Subcommission on Education 
and Culture and the University of Kansas Genoral Research Fund to travel to India 

to study Chhau dance. He spent nearly three months in Seraikella and returned to KU 
with authentic masks, headgear and costumes from India. As a result of his travels 

in India, Dr. Tsubaki has also prepared a 15-minute film which introduces the people 
of Seraikella and the art of Chhau. His presentation includes Chhau music performed 
on original Indian instruments. 


Now available for tour, "Chhau Indian Folk Dance Theatre," staged by Dr 
Tsubaki, is performed by a company of soven dancers with the authentic masks, costumes 
and headgear brought back to the U.S, This Company will perform at the AKT/MATC Con- 
vention in Kansas City March 21, and will perform at KU on April 7-8; dates between 
March 21 and April 18 are still available.
